Ogilvie takes Sled 
Riders D-37 hare 


scrambles

LUCERNE VALLEY, CA, JAN. 14 

Yamaha-mounted Bruce Ogilvie, 
in unfamiliar Yamaha garb, 
motored to a smooth victory at 
the Sled Riders AMA D-37 hare 


scrambles on a YZ400 provided by 
Dale's Modern Cycle of San 
Bernardino. Abandoning the 250cc 
class and his #1x plate, Bruce, riding 
behind Open class #616 with partial 
sponsorship coming from Bel-Ray Oil, 
proved to all, that given the horse- 
power, he was indeed a rider to be 
reckoned with. 

The first race of the new calendar 
year was well attended with 427 
official entries. Such well-knowns as 
Larry Roeseler and Bob Balentine 
were conspicuous by their absence, 
however. : 

Brent Wallingsford and A.C. 
Bakken, having returned to the desert 
as “observers” only, were sure they saw 
Roeseler at sign-up, but, instead, it 
was Barstow’s Max Eddy decked out in 
his new Husky garb. 

The banner dropped on time at the 
Annual Larry Pfutzenreuter Memorial 
race and it was a “zoo” as the 
Amateurs and Experts scrambled for 
position as they headed for the bomb. 
Ogilvie had already moved into the 


lead as he zeroed in on the trail behind 
the bomb. 

Morgan Malocco moved in behind 
Ogilvie while Amateur speedster Rich 
Zajic took over the third spot. 

The Novice class start was huge, 
making the job of spotting the leaders 
at the bomb almost an impossibility, 
Without the new list of earned 
numbers and riders from the District 
stewards, identifying these leaders was 
totally hopeless. 

Numbers 121, 85, and 206 were the 
first heavyweights followed by 115c 
(first Division II Novice) and 372x 
(first Division I Novice). Tenth past 
the bomb was 266c, first Beginner. 

The loop laid out by the sponsoring 
club was a tough one, much like the 
ones used in the better days of District 
desert racing four or five years ago 
before road-racing courses became the 
“in” thing. 

The course was long, over 45 miles, 
with more rocks than seen in the past 
three races put together; but the real 
challenge was there, exciting the 
serious racer and forcing him to 
muster up much of the talent he had 
allowed to lie dormant. 

Two-thirds the way around the first 
loop Ogilvie was already stretching his 
lead with J.D. Engineering's Brian 
Wright, holding down the second 
spot, first 250cc, and extending a lead 
of his own over the third and fourth 
places. 

Malocco’s luck was bad for the first 
race as he didn’t even cover half of the 
first loop before his frame broke. 

Into the pits off the loop came

Ogilvie with Wright only two minutes 
behind. Open Expert Mike Sixberry 
was in the third spot, even though he 
had crashed quite undignified in the 
rocks about 15 miles out. 

Kem Park, celebrating his birthday 
the day before, was next 250cc Expert 
into the pits, running second in his 
class. 

Zajic had dropped back to the 
seventh spot, but was still first 250cc 
Amateur. 

Amateur Eric MacCracken came 
flying through in his usual “wild” 
manner in the first Open Amateur 
position with the next Open Amateur 
many, many bikes behind him. 

The real battle of the first loop had 
been between Rick Schumaker and 
class leader Charlie Hamill. They 
exchanged positions numerous times 
with Schumaker coming in for gas 
ahead of Hamill. 


Anaheim Husky's bid for fame, Max 
Eddy, had gotten a good start off the 
line, but he just couldn’t seem to get 
any power out of his machine. By the 
time he reached the bomb he was back 
in the pack. The longer the bike ran, 
however, the better it began to 
perform, so he started making his 
charge up through the ranks, moving 
into the “teens” as he came in for gas. 

As time and riders went by it soon 
became apparent that Yamaha- 
sponsored 250cc rider Chuck Miller 
must have had trouble. He had gotten 
a flat and then lost too many spokes to 
go on racing any further. 

Number 0155 was first Senior into 
the pits running 25th overall. In the 
29th spot was first Trail Expert Cliff 
Thomas. 

Trudy Beck was first gal in for gas. 
She had a continual battle with Dennis 
Ashcraft who had been dead last at the 
bomb. 

Craig Freeman had moved up 
through the crowd on the first loop 
and had taken over the overall Novice 
lead, but was being pushed by #279x. 

Because the loop was so lengthy 
Ogilvie had only a few stragglers to 
pass on his second trip around until 
just a short distance from the finish. 
He took the checkered with a three 
minute lead over Palmdale’s pride, 
Brian Wright. 

Turning in probably the most 
remarkable performance of them all 
was Eddy who crossed the finish in the 
third spot. 
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The top three had left the rest of the 
field far, far behind. 

Kem Park didn't complain at all 
over a fourth overall, third 250cc 
finish. Bill Saltzman was next, 
followed in the sixth slot by Hesperia’s 
MacCracken. 

Zajic slid in seventh overall, first 
Amateur 250cc. 

Schumaker pushed hard the entire 
second loop,. thinking Hamill was 
behind him, breathing down his neck 
and never knowing that Hamill had 
dropped out with a flat. 

Back after a long absence was super 
fast Mike Lewellyn finishing ninth 
oveall, second Amateur 250cc. 

In the 11th slot was second “C” 
Expert bike piloted by Chris Austin. 
First “C” Amateur honors went to 
Kent Pfeiffer. 

Harry Cantrall (017c) stood most of 
the last part of the race as a fall had 
“customized” his bike to the extreme, 
dropping at least 30 to 40 pounds off 
the bike. The frame had broken just as 
cleanly on both sides as if Harry had 
taken a saw to it. The entire rear 
portion of the frame behind the shock 
was gone, along with the seat! 

Trudy took first Expert gal honors, 
while Lori Farmer captured the first 
Amateur gal spot. 

Craig Freeman hung onto the first 
place position in the Novice class all 
the way to the finish with #279x 
staying right with him and taking the 


‘second place honors. 


Riding in the Beginner class behind 
a pie plate was Rick Sowma from Long 
Beach on a 250cc Yamaha. His lead 
over the next Beginner was quite 
noticeable making it areol bo 
long he'll ride pie plate Beginner. 

First District Beginner honors and 
points went to “C” bike rider Mike 
Purmer. The Beginner class continues 
to be dominated by the “C” bikes as Ed 
Houston and Gary Artis were next 
overall Beginner riders to take the 
checkered. 


The Larry Pfutzenreuter Perpetual 
Trophy went to Ogilvie while a new 
trophy given in honor of Dave Doney, 
by Dirt Explosion and Color Action 
Photo will perpetually go to the oldest 
finisher of this race. This year Bill 
Bisco, 62, of the Prospectors, earned 
this award on his 250cc Bultaco. 

Big Piney, WY, resident Ken Guio, 
53, made one of his numerous journe’ 
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out of the snow country to ride this one 
and was very elated over the course. 
Ken is well known for his unorthodox 
racing apparel. Remember the “dude” 
that wore the fancy suit when he raced 
a few years back? Well, that’s him. 


Holstead tames 
CRC Bobcat 
enduro

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, JAN. 14 
Yamaha IT-400 mounted Harold 
Holstead won California Racing 
Club’s first enduro of 1979 by 
being the only rider to zero the 
70 mile course. Harold’s teammate 
and CRC number one enduro rider 
Harry Keast (Wheelsmith Mai) beat 
Harold at the tiebreaker but Harry 
dropped two points when he arrived 
early at a previous check. 

Approximately 650 riders showed 
up to tackle the two loop enduro which 
was pitted at “Charlie's” Wagon 
Wheel Cafe, a favorite watering hole 
for motorcycle enthusiasts. 

The first loop was typical CRC in 
that it was fairly easy but fun. Five 
riders zeroed the loop and tiebreaker 
check to tie for overall honors. Tom 
Dyer (200 C -16), Larry Stephan (A 
Mini), Jeff Schaid (C Mini), Kevin 
Daniels (C Mini) and Greg Thomas 
(125 C -16) all pulled a perfect ride. 
Close behind were first A Woman 
Debbie Owens with just one second 
lost and Nancy Wilhelm, first B 
Woman down just two seconds. The 
one loopers were lucky. The two 
loopers got to contend with rain which 
turned into snow towards the end of 
the enduro. The snow was melting as 
soon as it hit but it sure created visual 
problems with the riders. Kept the 
dust down though. 

The second loop was a well laid out 
loop with the usual “Special Test” 
section to spread the scores out a bit. 
The Bobcat “Special Test” was located 
in the Summit Hills, more commonly 
referred to by the riders as the Sand 
Hills. The hills are a favorite location 
for courses and CRC obliged by 
running up and down the many 
canyons and hills at a fast 30 mph 
average. With Keast’s boo-boo 
dropping him down a ways, Randy 
Liebig (KTM) dropped just one point 
at the check at the end of the section to 
take second overall. Second seems to 
be Randy’s number as he holds the 
number two plate in District 37 250cc 
Enduro standings. Third overall went 
to David Weaver who was just six 
seconds behind Liebig. First C rider 
was Steve Wrongstand who also won 
the C 125 class with just one point 
down also. Wrongstand also beat ail 
the B riders which should encourage 
him to enter as a B rider next time. 
First B was Dennis Daniels who took 
class honors on a 250cc. 

While the riders were trying to keep 
warm in the rain and snow, the 
checkers were having a tough time 
marking cards with frozen fingers. 
The check crews certainly deserve 
credit for a job well done under 
adverse conditions, e

Croft conquers 
CMC Carlsbad MX

CARLSBAD, CA, JAN. 14 
Kawasaki’s Tommy Croft rode 
his way to victory in each of the 
four motos he entered at Carls- 
bad, earning the majority of the 
Continental Moto-Sport Club’s Pro 
money while simply having a good 
time racing on the club level. 

With the Golden State Series being 
run near Fresno, the number of Pro 
class entries were down. As a result, 
the 125s and 250s took to the track at 
the same time and as the pack came 
out of the first turn, it was Croft 
leading the charge while unicycling 
toward the next change in direction. 

Right behind him, though, Tony 
Gomez (Hon) saw an opening a few 
corners later and slipped by. 

Those two traded the lead a couple 
of times during the first lap and by the 
time it was completed, Gomez, Croft 
and Steve Blackman (Mai) were 
haggling over the point position. 

Next came Chris Chaffee (Yam), 

int Hardick (Hon) and the first of 











the 125s led by Mike Tripes (Suz) and 
Mike Toycen (Yam). 

Croft powered by Gomez on the 
uphill on lap three and was gone. 
Blackman also went by Gomez, whose 
rear brake was dragging from a brush 
with Croft. 

Toycen retired at this point with a 
suspected seized crank. Taking his 
place was Scott Anderson (Esc), doing 
his best to hold off Ross Maeda (Suz), 
both 125cc-mounted. 

Gomez dropped out of the chase on 
lap five as Croft continued to. fly in 
front with Blackman in pursuit. 

Tripes, who now had moved into 
fourth, forced his little screamer 
onward. By lap nine, he passed 
Chaffee for third, only to give it back 
on the next circuit. 

He spent the rest of the moto 
gathering himself up for a final lap 
charge that got him third (figgt 125cc) 
ahead of Chaffee, Andy Northrup 


(SoP 125), Anderson and Hardick. 


Blackman shot into the lead in moto 
two, followed by Croft, Hardick, 
Chaffee, Anderson and Tripes. 

At the top of the uphill on lap two, 
Croft slipped by Blackman and 
proceeded to reel off the laps ahead of 
all, entertaining himself with wheelies 
and some nice cross-ups at the ledge. 
When Hardick fell and lost a lot of

places, Chaffee had a clear shot at 
Blackman and made a run at him. 
Chaffee, racing for the first time since 
breaking his leg six months ago, 
passed Blackman on lap six. 

Exhausted by the effort, though, he 
faded back to finish third, just ahead 
of Tripes’ 125cc. Hardick worked back 
up to fifth at the checkered, in front of 
Ross Learn (RM 125) and Anderson. 

In the 500cc Pros, Corft ran away 
with the first moto. Chaffee and Lee 
Ramage (Suz) followed him home 
while Bart Rague (Suz) had some time 
trying to pass Ken Yarnall. Yarnall’s 
Maico looked almost out of place with 
its low pipe and coffin tank, but held 
off Rague for all but the last few laps. 

Rain shortened the last moto to 10 
laps as well as slowing the speeds. 
Croft had to work harder for this one. 

He got the lead right away, Chaffee 
not far behind and it began to look 
liketa repeat of moto one. 

Chaffee clung to him doggedly, 
however, always staying within striking 
distance. 

It paid off. 

In perhaps a momentary loss of 
concentration, Croft dropped it at the 
top of the uphill and by the time he 
got rolling again, was 11 seconds to the 
rear of Chaffee with four laps to go. 

He turned it on as did Chaffee who 
hoped it would take Croft a little while 
to regain his rhythm. 

Croft kept moving up on the yellow 
bike, eating away the deficit until a 
mere three feet separated them at the 
last lap flag. 

For Chaffee, it was a matter of 
holding him off for one last lap. At the 
top of the uphill, however, Croft went 
to the outside, turned earlier and 
started down the hill just ahead of 
Chaffee, maintaining the edge to the 
checkered to retain his unblemished 
four-for-four day. 

Ramage also moved up on position 
on the last lap to make the first five 
finishing order identical to moto one.

Reid romps at 
SSM MX 3

Team Honda’s Warren Reid 
handily won the 250cc Pro class 
at this week’s Saturday Saddle- 
back Motocross. The large field 
of riders included such notables as 
Tony DiStefano, now riding for Can- 
Am, and up and coming local 
Kawasaki rider Robert Riesinger. 

Reisinger quickly grabbed the lead 
as the first race shot from starting gate 
on Saddleback’s rear course, used 
because heavy rains made the main 
track a quagmire. Close behind 
Reisinger came Reid, Pete Snorteland 
on a Honda, Ted Hoyt riding a 
Yamaha and DiStefano. By lap three 
Reid had taken the front spot away 
from Reisinger and DiStefano had 
moved into fourth ahead of Hoyt. Two 
laps later DiStefano passed Snorteland 
and began to pressure Reisinger. As 
Reid motored off with a commanding 
lead DiStefano tried every move in the 
book to get by Reisinger but to no 
avail as he held on to finish second 
ahead of the three-time National 
Champion. . 

As the second moto started Reid 
jumped to the front of the pack with 
Reisinger latched on to the Honda’s 
rear fender and DiStefano charging 
from third. For several laps the three 
riders circulated the track as if they 
were roped together until Reid kicked 
in the after-burners and showed why 
he’s a factory rider by pulling away at 
a steady second a lap. Reisinger made 
an incredible attempt to stay with 
Reid, riding wildly and almost closing 
the gap but apparent fatigue from the 
tremendous pace caused him to slow in 
the latter stages of the race. DiStefano 
then moved into second and he also 
made a charge at Reid but the Honda 
rider had opened up a secure lead and 
he cruised in for the win. Reid was the 









overall winner with the second place 
money going to DiStefano and third to 
Reisinger. 

Bob Elliott rode his big bore Suzuki 
to the overall win in the Open Pro class 
with lap times equal to those of Reid in 
the 250cc class but with no one 
pushing him! Second spot went to 
David Strandber on a Maico and third 
place to Suzuki-mounted David 
Hopkins. 

Suzukis swept the 125cc Pro class 
while the riders put on a tremendous 
show by flying insane distances off the 
unusually large jumps. Those little 
bikes can really sail! After all the 
showing off was over Matt Nelson took 
home the top money with Matt Tedder 
finishing second and Bobby Ryan 
third.

Tedder, Reid and 
Lowe split DeAnza 
MX money

SUNNYMEAD, CA, JAN. 14 
DeAnza’s long awaited $1500 
purse finally came to pass despite 
the best efforts of Mother Nature. 
The event, which was originally 
scheduled for Dec. 17, was plagued 
right from the start by dark clouds and 
an increasing possibility of being 
rained out again. But despite the 
weather, dozens of local Pros came out 
for a shot at the cash and many new 
names came to the surface who we are 
sure to hear from in the future. 

The 125cc Pro race was the first 
moto to get underway and, to say the 
least, it was an unusual race. Lance 
Moorewood powered his DG Suzuki 
into an early lead over teammate John 
Greenway (Yam) and Redlands Suzuki 
rider Danny Burtt. Back in fifth place, 
Pat Hubbs was on his unique Suzuki- 
powered Maico DMG creation trying 
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(Suz). Number one on the bad start list 
was Honda’s Warren Reid, who was 
17th around the first turn. By the 
third lap, however, all eyes had turned 
to the front of the pack where 
battlelines were being drawn in two 
different wars. Burtt had moved 
around. Greenway ‘and was now 
putting unreal pressure on Moorewood 
for the lead while Hubbs was doing the 
same to Greenway. Almost unnoticed, 
Matt Tedder of Suzuki of Pomona had 
smoothly situated himself in a stable 
fifth place. The dice between 
Moorewood and Burtt came to an end 
when .Moorewood's Suzuki broke on 
the fifth lap. A few seconds later 
Greenway went down and handed 
second place to Hubbs who wasted no 
time in setting out after Burtt. Before 
long, the battle for the lead was raging 
again. Hubbs was locking handlebars 
with Burtt in the turns and trading 
paint in the straights as he tried every 
trick in the book to get in front. But 
Burtt held out all the way to the end. 
Tedder cruised in to third place ahead 
of Greenway and Mark Ellis (Fullerton 
Yamaha). Reid took sixth place after a 
long, hard push from the back of the 
pack. 

Burtt proved how badly he wanted 
to win again by pulling the second 
moto holeshot. This time, however, 
Reid was right up there in second 
place. Within a few laps, the two 
riders had left the pack far behind and 
once again the battle for the lead was 
hot. Burtt was pushing himself to the 
limit, but Reid just kept on coming. 
On the fifth lap, Reid found an 
opening. and put it to use. In the 
meantime, Hubbs was cutting his way 
up after getting off the line in eighth 
place. He moved up on Burtt on the 
seventh lap and both riders knew that 




















this was the race for the money. They 
started going for it just as they had in 
round one, but this time the tension 
got to Burtt and he fell in. a turn, 
allowing Hubbs and the overall win to 
slip away. By the time he remounted, 
he was in seventh place and had little 
chance of catching the leaders. Hubbs 
had it made. He was all alone in 
second place and he just had to stay 
there for four more laps to take his 
first big money race ever. But it just 
wasn’t going to happen. On the last 
lap the well-used Suzuki powerplant 
lost a lower rod bearing. “If it had 
happened a few seconds later I would 
have been able to coast across the 
finish line and still win overall,” a 
surprisingly cheerful Hubbs said later. 
“Oh well...next time.” Reid went 
across the finish line with a healthy 
lead over Tedder, Andy Orescanin 
(Suz), Gibboney, and Ellis. The first 
place money went to Tedder for 
putting in the most consistent 
performance of the day. Reid was 
second and Burtt third. 


It might not have been Reid's day in 
the 125cc class, but he more than 
made up for it in the 250cc class. Early 
in the race, Pryor Campbell (Hon) led 
briefly, but once Reid got into gear, 
nobody could touch him. Dave 
Eropkin held down second place on his 
White Brothers Yamaha throughout 
the race. Third went to Phil 
Thorstensen (Hon) after coming all 
the way up from 16th place. 

The second moto was not quite so 
uneventful, but Reid still came out on 
top. Thorstensen pulled the holeshot 
and started to pull a lead on Eropkin, 
Mark Ellis (Yam) and Reid, but on the 
fifth lap, he fell and handed first place 
to Reid. A few laps later, Ellis put the 
move on Eropkin and they remained 
in that order all the way to the end. 
There was no.doubt that Reid was the 
fastest man on the track and the huge 
distance that separated him from 
second place at the end testified to it. 
Overall it was Reid, Eropkin, Larry 
Ripley (Hon), Greenway and Robbie 
Brand (Yam). 

The Open Pro class turned out to be 
a lot closer, Mark Page (Mai) powered 
his Maico into an early lead with 
Thorstensen (Suz) right on his tail. 
Before one lap was complete, 
Thorstensen stalled the unfamiliar 
mount in a turn and gave his position 
away to Dave Haugh (Mai). The rider 
that was on the move was David 
Hopkins (Suz) who passed both Haugh 
and Page in one swoop and then 
managed to pull a great lead. Jim 
Lowe (Mai) and Scott Cavness both 
moved up from the rear of the pack 
and they were soon occupying second 
and third places. When the checkered 
flag came out, Hopkins still had his 
lead, but Lowe had gained. Of special 
interest was Dave Ohl (Suz), who was 
running his first race in the better part 
of a year. He started off in 14th place 
and finished in fourth. 

The second moto saw Lowe grab the 
lead early in the race and run away 
with it. Hopkins fell victim to a poor 
start but worked his way up to second. 
The overall results went Lowe, 
Hopkins, Tom Karos (Suz), Bob 
Maxwell (Mai) and Ohl.

Despite a heavy storm earlier in 
the week and threatening clouds 
overhead, a hardy group of Cali- 
fornia Racing Club riders opened 


the 1979 racing season at the Dunes. 
Indian Dunes crews vigilantly fought 
the mud and goo and provided a fairly 
decent track. 

For the spectators, the races were a 
relief from the anxiety attacks arising 
throughout the pits over the Rams- 
Cowboys game. 

The Mini Beginners got the day off 
to a bang with one of the hairiest races 
of the day. A few mudholes remained 
and gobbled up riders left and right. 
For Curtis Croft, riding for Burbank 
Yamaha, it just wasn’t his day. Going 
down in one muddy turn and getting 
trapped under his bike, he finally got 
back underway only to get snared over 
and over again. Croft didn’t know how 
to quit and finished the moto in 
seventh. James Bailey, however, scored 
the winning run and held his lead 
throughout. A battle continued 
throughout between Juan Morales 
(Marina Cycle West Yam), Chris 
Bullock and Tony Orono for second 
with Morales holding onto second to 
the end. 

The second time around Bailey once 
more jumped into the lead. Croft, who 
fell a total of six times throughout the 
race was running a fine third overall 
until further problems beset him, 
forcing him back in the pack. Orono 
latched onto second for the moto, 
holding Terry. Woody to third. When 
the checkered flag signaled an end to 
the slipping and sliding, Bailey 
emerged the victor, Orono finished 
second overall for Verdugo Hills 
Suzuki and Juan Morales, snagged 
third overall. 

In the 250cc Pros, the day belonged 
to John Atwood, aboard a Maico for 
Crown Cycle. Throughout the first 
moto Pete Snorteland (Hon) dueled 
with Bill Ovellette, riding for Van 
Nuys Cycle. These two found heavy 
competition in a moto-long battle 
against Don Draskovich, riding for 
DMG. When the moto drew to a close, 
Atwood sailed across the line in 
command and Snorteland fought off 
Draskovich for second, forcing him to 
third with Ovellette filling in the 
fourth place slot. 

Round two saw Draskovich push his 
Maico out in front as Ovellette, 
Atwood and Snorteland battled for the 
number two spot. Snorteland was 
positively radical in the turns as he 
fought to pass Ovellette and Atwood 
who were wheel-to-wheel all over the

VALENCIA, CA, JAN. 7 

The New Year’s first race at 
Indian Dunes attracted the reso- 
lute riders of the Over the Hill 
Gang to a day of motocross with 


California Racing Club, promoters of 
the day’s events. 

Lanky Larry Shoemaker, after a 
lengthy stay away, returned to racing 
and also to winning. In both of his 
motos Larry went into that critical 
first turn ahead of the pack of Expert 
class riders and showed them the way 
to the checkered flag for a first overall. 
Close behind the leader, posing a 
threat, Roll-Over Rick pressed hard in 
both motos to finish 2-2 for a well 
deserved second place. The usual first 
place finisher in past races, and often 
an oddsmaker'’s dilemma, Rathole 
Rocky was slightly off pace for this 
near year’s opener.

In lap one in 
both of his motos, Kwik Keith was fifth 
in line. Keith was quick to work his 
way up each time to finish in second 
place overall with a score of 2-3. 
Varmit Vic shot out of the gate on his 
hot red Honda and led the pack in 
moto one to a start-to-finish lead. 
However, in moto two Vic had mud 
trouble in turn two and finished the 
day with a score of 1-4 for third place. 

The Novice class followed the 
Intermediates off the start line and 
only a few riders managed to get 
lapped.

Rocket Rex 
wrecks Corona MX

CORONA, CA, JAN. 12 

Yamaha’s “Rocket Rex” Staten 
was on hand for the year’s first 
race at Corona Raceway, 
equipped with a year old YZ400 
to do battle in the Open Pro class. But 
he ran into one problem: there was no 
Open Pro class. It was just one of those 
rare occasions that all the local Pros 
decided to sign up in the 250cc class 
instead. It was R.A.C.E. motocross 
director Ron Crandall, who usually 
goes way out of his way to help the 
Experts, who made everybody happy 
by putting Staten in the 250cc class 
and offering an extra $50 to anyone 
that could beat the Rocket. Staten 
himself was paid a flat rate for each 
lap he led. With the hot DG/Yamaha 
team of Steve Bauer and John 
Greenway also entered it promised to 
be an exciting race. : 

When they blasted off for moto one 
it was Bauer who snagged the lead 
with Staten right behind. Greenway 
got off to a middle of the pack start, 
but was soon in fourth place behind 
self sponsored Mark Garrison (Hon). 
When the group came around for the 
second lap, Staten was in front with 
Bauer less than one bikelength away 
and the rest of the pack falling behind. 
For the rest of the race, Bauer slowly 
lost time to Staten and Greenway tried 
in vain to find a way around Garrison. 

Round two saw Greenway pull a big 
lead down the starting chute while 
Staten and Bauer struggled with 
traffic. On the third lap, Staten broke 
free and elbowed his way into the lead, 
instantly opening a small, but 
comfortable lead on Greenway. Bauer 
spent a little time behind Garrison, 
then moved up to. challenge 
Greenway. The two DG riders spent 
most of the race dicing, but Bauer 
finally took over just before the white 
flag came out. The last moto and the

overall finishing order went Staten, 
Bauer, Greenway, Garrison and 
Robert Gray (Yam). 

Both Greenway and Gray were also 
riding the 125cc Pro class where they 
ran into Danny Burtt. Luck seemed to 
be on Burtt’s side in the first moto, 
While he led the race from beginning 
to end, Gray was weaving through the 
pack after jumping the gun and 
getting caught in Corona’s reverse 
falling gate. Greenway was also 
making up lost time because of a crash 
early in the moto. Burtt won the race 
uncontested but he knew the second 
moto wouldn’t be so easy. Greenway 
was a distant second ahead of Jim 
DeGaine (Yam), Fred Conover (Kaw) 
and Gray. 

Burtt pulled another holeshot in 
round two with Greenway in close tow. 
The two of then immediately left the 
rest of the pack far behind. The first 
few laps saw Burtt slowly pull away 
from Greenway, but as they reached 
the halfway point, Burtt’s . pace 
dropped considerably. Two laps later, 
Greenway sliced past Burtt and took 
the lead. Greenway took the moto win 
as well as the overall victory and Burtt 
coasted in complaining of a loss in 
power. Later, when Burtt tore down 
his bike’s top end, he discovered that it 
had partially seized. Third overall 
went to DeGaine. 

The HSMX was taken by Norco 
High School followed by Poly and 
North. Norco’s wins were 
characterized by Mike Word, who 
entered his Suzuki in both the 125cc 
Novice class and the 175cc Novice 
class. He won both classes, putting his 
school a leap ahead of the other teams. 





Another Norco rider that entered two 
classes was Scott Seeley (Suz). Seeley 
won the 175cc class going away but 
had to settle for second in the 125cc 
Senior class behind Mark Dwyer of 
Arlington. Rounding out the Norco 
victories of the night was Scott Davis 
who took the Mini Senior class.

TRABUCO CANYON, CA, DEC. 31 
With Racing World handlebar 
deep in mud and the victim of an 
Arctic storm, the Santa Claus 
Grand Prix, a cooperative effort 
of the California Racing Club and the 
National Minicycle Association, was 
forced to cancel and was rescheduled 
for New Year's Eve. It brought 1978 to 
an end with high spirits; fast action 
amid a jubilant crowd of racers and 
their families. 

Dominating the Open Pro class and 
taking home the gold was Goat 
Breker, aboard a Husqvarna. Mark 
Lawrence, riding a Yamaha for Crown 
Cycle and the Yamaha factory took 
home the bacon in the 250cc class 
after narrowly beating out Tony 
DiStefano. 

When the 250cc and Open Pros 
blasted off the line, Gary Denton, 
mounted on a Suzuki out of Suzuki 
West, led the charge up the hill, 
pulling away from the Open machines 
on his 250cc mount. Tony D. was 
pushing Denton to the limit on a Can- 
Am on its maiden voyage. Tony had 
just returned from a week in Canada, 
signing a factory ride with Can-Am 
and had only received the bike 
Saturday. 


From beginning to end the Open 
class belonged to Goat Breker. He 
couldn’t even spot his nearest 
competitor. A super way to finish out 
the year. 

Mike Sixberry moved into second in 
the Open Pros, with Craig Adams 
right on top of him followed by 
Denton. Mark Lawrence was locked in 
a “do or die” battle with Tony D. 

Narrowing into a turn at the end of 
a straight, the big bore machines 
fought for a line through a rut. The 
rut soon turned into a muddy ditch, 
gobbling up a flock of riders. A group 
of racers, determined to avoid the 
mud, staged a series of radical and 
unusual moves. One Intermediate 
landed head first as his buddy, Open 
Intermediate Austin. Smith, jumped 
back and forth across a non-existent 
line in search for a way through.

Special Olympics 
Treasure Hunt: 
fiasco, rip-off or 
unorganized fun?

LUCERNE VALLEY, CA, JAN. 6-7 
Over $8,000 was collected at the 
long-awaited Special Olympics 
benefit event with six people 
going home from the controver- 
sial fund raiser big winners. Whether 
it was really a success or not is still a 
question to be answered, however. 
Some groups were very hostile when 
they left; some were just unhappy, but 
willing to listen to any explanations; 
and still others chalked it up as a 
learning experience, feeling sorry for 
the man that began this whole thing 
— they felt he could not possibly have 
realized that he had bitten off more 
than could chew. The controversy over 
the events of the weekend, or lack of 
same, will probably wage on for some 
time to come. 

It all started when Chuck Puett of 
E-Bar-C Ranch in Lucerne Valley got 
involved with the Victor Valley Chapter 
of the Joseph P. Kennedy Foundation 
for the Retarded. This man is a push- 
over for kids, especially those that are 
physically and mentally handicapped. 

And so the idea of a “fun weekend” 
was spawned. Puett is a very good 
“talker” and soon had many, many 
merchants signed up for donations for 
the event. He went to the District 37 
monthly_meeting in October and got 
the first weekend in January cleared on 
the calendar for his event. Things 
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rolled along, looking better all the time. 

In early December, however, the 
first hint of problems to come appeared 
when Doris Davies and Cyndy 
Mandell, two officials of the Victor 
Valley Special Olympics Committee, 
placed ads in the local newspapers dis- 
claiming any connection with the 
event, (but they would accept any and 
all monies derived from the event). 
They had been informed by the BLM 
that they (the Special Olympics 
Committee) could be held liable for 
any injuries that might occur during 
the event. This, along with other inter- 
nal reasons, sparked their actions. 

The controversy began to rage 
within the local S.O. committee itself 
with most of the members still 
supporting the Puett event. This pub- 
licized “war” left its mark, however, as 
some of the merchants began pulling 
their support from the Treasure Hunt. 

Puett had never put on such an 
affair before, and, although such 
clubs -as the Viewfinders offered to 
help him, he felt he had all well in 
hand with the help of five or so people 
from the Victor Valley S.O. Committee, 
all of whom were also totally inexper- 
ienced with any type of motorcycle 
activity. 

With no final detailed “game plan” 
in mind, Puett still figured everything 
would some how move along smoothly 
as trucks, campers, and trailers began 
to descend on the area while the clouds 
ominously hovered darkly overhead. 

One of the advertised events for 
Sunday was the Odyssey-ATC race 
which was first ignored by the sponsor 
and then cancelled, as were the other 
Saturday “games” including a baseball 
game scheduled for the afternoon. 

The Desert Donkeys recognized a 
real problem emerging and so 
contacted Puett who, by this time, was 
more than ready to accept their help. 
The club began some preparations for 
the Sunday events. 

The evening barbeque was also 
salvaged from total disaster by the 
help of the Shamrocks M.C. and the 
Viewfinders M.C. whose members 
pitched in and set up the barbeques 
and did the cooking. 

A steady mist was falling by this 
time, but this did not deter the band 
that was setting up in the open, ready 
to entertain for the evening. What the 
music lacked in quality it made up in 
volume. 

Sunday dawned with sunshine, 
although as a warning of events still 
to come, dark clouds hovered along 
the base of the surrounding mountains. 
And still the campers and trucks kept 
coming. At least a thousand vehicles 
entered the area, many carrying four 
or more people. 

The newly elected 39th District 
Assemblyman, Bob Hayes, was among 
those to arrive on Sunday. Although 
he was short on time and would leave 
to catch a plane before the final “fire- 
works” took place, he was his usual 
verbal self concerning numerous issues 
facing this event, as well as other issues 
of interest. 

Though he too had to agree that the 
event left much to be desired as far as 
its handling was concerned, the basic 
concept was “great.” He stated, “It’s 
being done by people who want to do 
something to help others.” 

The first thing one noticed about 
Bob Hayes’ garb was the unloaded cap 
and ball pistol he had strapped in a 
holster and hung on his hip, He was 
quite open about the reason for wear- 
ing it. “The BLM rangers have no 
business wearing them. When they 
take theirs off, I'll take off mine.” 

Hayes stated that he had in his 
possession a copy of a letter sent to the 


Victor Valley S. O. Committee with 
the statement about the fact that the 
committee might be held liable for any 
occuring injures during the weekend 
of the Hunt. What the BLM failed to 
also tell the committee was that there 
was $1.5 million in insurance coverage 
the entire activity. Hayes commented 
that since the committee had not had 
previous dealing with the BLM, they 
believed they had received the full 
story from this. “reputable” federal 
agency. 

Hayes left the valley fully confident 
that the bike people, as he knew them, 
would be able to handle the “less than 
professional” situation without too 
many problems. 


The first event scheduled for Sunday 
was the Treasure Hunt for the kids; 
some as young as two years old. There 
were at least 100 little ones eagerly 
awaiting the signal to scramble for the 
white plastic tubes which had been 
scattered about 100 yards in front of 
them. The event was directed and 
guided by some very familiar faces 
above the OCMC jerseys and by some 
dauntless Desert Donkeys. 

Every child won at least two prizes, 
which included toys as well as number 
plates and such. Six-year-old (soon to 
be seven) Vincent Hawthorne won an 
early birthday present, the ATC 110. 

A plane was supposed to make the 
drop of the “prize tubes” for the older 
group, but the airfield was socked in 
with fog and the plane never got off 
the ground, so the tubes were strewn 
over the search area by hand. 

The start was an experience! The 
bikes were restricted to first gear use 
only, so the whole scene was in slow 
motion. 

The line soon formed at prize head- 
quarters as the riders returned to 
claim their prizes, which ranged from 
Al Baker number plates, Malcolm 
Smith wallets, Bell helmets to four 
Huskys, and an Odyssey. 

Winning the top prizes were Steve 
Kiunke of Brea (Road Runners M.C.) 
who won the 390 Husky Automatic 
and Brian Fountain of Westminster 
who became the owner of the 250 
cross-country Husky. The two 125 MX 
Huskys went to Scott Sheldon of 
Garden Grove (Sodbusters M.C.) and 
Wendy Smith of Northridge 
(Shamrocks M.C,). The Odyssey 
found a home with Marvin Van Sickle 
of Saugus (Desert Knights M.C.). 

About halfway through the prize 
distribution, word came from the 
trailer parked at the entrance that it 
had been broken into and several 
thousand dollars had been stolen. A 
shocked silence encompassed the scene 
and then total disbelief set in. 

The bikers, being very “giving” and 
open people, immediately began 
taking up a collection which grossed 
$300 in cash and a $300 check. Several 
hundred dollars additional were 
realized when the unclaimed prizes 
were auctioned off instead of raffled as 
originally planned. 

By this time, however, some groups 
were claiming “fraud,” “rip-off,” etc. 
Others were saddened by the events 
and tried to help financially as much 
as they could. 

The sheriff's department traced the 
break-in to one of the teenagers that 
Puett had befriended in the valley over 
the past months. The money was 
recovered but the controversy continues 
to rage on. 

Because numerous sponsors pulled 
out-before the event, more money had 
to be spent on materials for the affair. 
The question still remains unanswered 
as to whether the kids are going to 
realize any money from this benefit or 
not. e

FRESNO, CA, JAN. 6 

Sportsman and hopeful stars of 
the future converged on the 
sandy Sierra circuit of Dunlap 
Cycle Park to battle it out for a 


total of $8,000 worth of prizes and 
awards in the second round of the 
CMC/Suzuki Golden State Series. The 
premier California series drew över 
300 support class riders, many of 
whom are traveling the entire “circuit” 
with hopes of claiming a series title. 


With temperatures hitting the low: 


50's, the Sportsman action got off to a 
bang as Expert Bobby Moore powered 
his smallbore Suzuki to easily best the 
large field of Pee Wee riders. Brandon 





Reyes, aboard his Ital-Jet, kept Moore 
heavy on the gas as he claimed the top 
spot in the Intermediate segment of 
the day’s first moto. 

A very hot George Holland, aboard 
his R&D prepared machine, is 
definitely a rider with potential. 
Saddleback winner Richard Sands 
tried every trick in the book to get by 
the crafty Mini Expert leader but 
Holland's Honda was just too much for 
Sand’s Kawasaki mount. 

Pat Galon kept his series win record 
intact as he outrode David Bern (Hon) 
and Lee Duncan (Yam) to win the 
Mini Intermediate Division. Also 
hauling in his second Golden State 
race was Suzuki. West's Mini Junior 
rider John Blood. The Hacienda 
Heights rider, dazzling everyone with 
is forceful, aggressive riding style, 
flaunted his mini’s rear Metzeler to 
Hank Freer (Suz) and Kenny Martin 
(Suz) throughout both 10-lap motos. 

The day’s only Pro action came in 
the form of the 100cc Pros, Yamaha's 
A.J. Whiting, along with his younger 
brother Matt, led a freight train of 
riders around the long,- hilly, sand 
track. A.J. picked up the Pro win 





while Harper Allen chalked up top 
Expert honors in the combined race. 
In Intermediate action Paramount's 
Mike Paulino (Suz) beat out Hanford’s 
Mark Neilson (Suz) and Dorin Powell 
to gain the 100cc Intermediate laurels. 

Local rider Cooper Powell (Hus), 
from nearby Clovis, came from behind 
to snatch the 125cc Division I Junior 
overall from a sharp looking Scott 
Manning (Suz). After winning his class 
in the opening round at Saddleback, 
Manning was forced to duke it out 
with both Wallace and eventual third 
place finisher Greg Apostolou (Suz). 
Scott was aced out of the win with 
Wallace's score of 1-2, while Manning 
totaled out with a 3-1 moto-score. 
Division II saw Yamaha rider Steve 
Andre take a well deserved win over 
Suzuki campaigner Greg Miyauchi in 
the final race of the 125cc Juniors. 

Mike Holmes traveled all the way 
from San Jose to sock it to the L.A. 
boys and styled his way past fast Danny 
Ramirez and C.B.S. rider Zapata 
Espinoza. Holmes looks like one 
person with an eye to the future as he 
nabbed the first race of 125cc 
Intermediates. Saddleback winner 
Kevin Hopkins is now unofficially 
leading the 125cc Intermediate 
Division I class. He gained more 
valuable points with today’s win. 

In the final round of 125cc Inter- 
mediates, first moto victor Mike 
Olmsted was aced out of an overall by 
the consistent riding of Jim 
Cunningham when the Suzuki rider 
mastered the ever growing mud holes 
and put together a total score of 4-1. 
The mud held up many riders, 
including San Jose’s John “Go For It” 
Gardner, who hoisted his YZF out of 
the quagmire and rode like a man 
possessed to put together a 2-3 score 
for a very hard fought second. 
Olmsted was relegated to third. 

With Greg Apostolou’s (Hon) win in 
250cc Juniors it looks like he’s out in 
front for the overall CMC points race. 
Apostolou received a 2-1 score while 
Maico mounted Rick Neilson did just 
the opposite with his 1-2 moto tally. 

Division II of the 250cc Juniors went

to Ed Abella. (Hon) while Mike 
Langely (Hon) copped Division III of 
the same class. 

The Bay Area’s Tom Ross, after 
copping the ZAP/CMC Summer Series 
title, is out to do the same in this 
Suzuki Series. He went home with the 
250cc Intermediate win in Division II. 
Division I results are still pending due 
to a major protest in that class. 

Four-stroke power came through 
loud and strong as Big Bill Howard 
powered his big bore CCM to a 
convincing victory over John Allen 
(Mai) in the Open Junior moto, CMC 
points went to Bill Howard (1-2), John 
Allen (4-1), and Tom Walker (3-3). 
The last race of the cold, clear day 
went to Montesa mounted Chris 
Isigaray who powered his Spanish 
machine to two moto wins and the top 
spot in the Open Intermediate 
Division. Scott Walker, on a 
conventional Suzuki, was very 
consistent with a score of 2-2 for 
second overall. 


Late news out of Fresno is that the 
fifth round of this series will be again 
held at Dunlap Park. The action is 
expected to be tough and rough, as the 
riders will now know what to expect 
and will probably dial.it on WFO. A 
much needed starting gate is being 








installed in time for round five of the 
series.

Swartz 
grabbed the first lap lead but 
Woodson wasted no time in taking it 
over. Snarr passed Inglebright for 
third halfway into the second lap but 
Inglebright grabbed it back two laps 
later. Woodson held off a charge by 
Swartz late in the race to take the 
overall. Snarr ended up fourth in the 
moto, but third overall, and 
Inglebright took third in the race for 
fourth overall.

The April 8 AMA 125/250cc Nation- 


- al Championship MX Series event 


at Lake Whitney near Houston, TX 
has been cancelled. Instead, 
Canyon Raceway near Phoenix, AZ 
will host the 125/250cc National on 
that date. 


A new restrictor rule for AMA Junior- 
ranked dirt trackers goes into effect on 
Feb. 5. Among other details, the rule 
specifies a .125” (%”) thick plate with a 
28mm hole be inserted into the intake 
tract. The edges of the hole may not 
be radiused or chamfered, and it must 
be concentric with the carburetor 
bore. Furthermore, there must be a 
minimum 32mm straight bore for at 
least one inch on either side of the 
plate; no tapered lead-in will be 
allowed. AMA will issue the specific 
details of the new rule; these, as 
printed here, are not quoted directly. 
The change came about, according to 
AMA Commissioner of Professional 
Racing Mike DiPrete, because tuners 
had discovered that by sleeving a 
36mm carb down to suit the 28mm 
carb rule, they could actually “flow” 
the unit to produce within five percent 
of what a 38mm carb could produce! 
The end result was a highly expensive 
method of achieving the same power 
as the larger carbs. At Houston, riders 
will be allowed to conform to either 
last year’s rule or the other (28mm 
carb) restrictor rule which became 
effective in January.

Until the final results become available, users are advised to avoid 
the area during the dusty summer season, wear a respirator 
specifically designed to prevent the inhalation of asbestos fibers and 
to notify their physicians of their exposure to the asbestos dust.

Slower, safer MX — please! 


Im writing this letter out of 
complete frustration due to a situation 
that is both intolerable and 
inexcusable. 

Premiums for rider insurance at 
local motocrosses are becoming too 
costly for promoters to afford. In 
northern California now, Pros are 
charged an additional fee of $2-$5 to 
help pay for insurance. 

The main cause for the increases is 
the high accident rate at the races. 
With more riders the insurance base is 
increased and the cost per rider should 











actually go down. Yet entry fees 
continue to grow. 


The usual insurance fee for a local 
motocross is about $400, yet the cost of 
a simple broken leg approaches 
$1,000. It’s no wonder the insurance 
companies must raise rates since I 
seldom go to a race without a rider 
going to the hospital with some sort of 
injury. 

High speed Sections result in many 
serious injuries. At an amateur event, 
high speed sections should be avoided 
or minimized. As speeds increase, 
small rider errors result in large 
crashes. 


Race bikes of today are capable of 
double the speed of just seven years 
ago. Other conditions which too often 
occur are unprotected trees lining the 
track, unprotected steel fences and 
fence posts, too-narrow race tracks 
and poor first turn areas which 
promote congestion and crashes. 

The riders will ultimately suffer 
when insurance rates continue to 
climb, It is the responsibility of 
promoters to provide a safe and 
challenging track which does not 
promote top speed as the determining 
factor. 

The organization which sanctions 
these events has the responsibility to 
police the promoters to make sure they 
live up to these guidelines and that 
they promote safe races. This is the 
ultimate duty of sanctioning bodies 
and why we belong to them — not for 
the privilege of carrying five plastic 
cards in our wallets. 

It's time we riders stand up and 
demand the type of racing events that 
we deserve and pay for, Stand up at 
your next rider’s meeting and voice 
your opinion before it’s too late.

Ward at one point and started to pull 
away, but then nailed a lapped rider 
with his works RA-125 Suzuki and 
went down to turn the lead back over 
to Ward on the production KX 
Kawasaki. Brian quickly restarted 
though, charging his way back up to 
repass Jeff again for the moto win, but 
had to settle for second overall as 
Ward claimed his second overall win 
of the series. Chappy Blose was third 

































again as Ron Turner put his Suzuki 
into fourth spot ahead of Cantaloupi 
and Danny Turner on the Kelvin 
Franks Suzuki. 


250cc 

Carlos Serrano turned in his best 
ride of the series as he grabbed the 
lead in moto one of the 250cc race 
ahead of “Mad Man” Mark Lawrence, 
Steve Bauer, Rex Staten and Bil 
Grossi. While Carlos held the lead fo 
close to the entire moto with hi 
Husky, Lawrence took a header on the 
fourth lap which put him out. 

Grossi, meanwhile, was discontent 
to be riding shotgun and pushed hi 
Moto-X Fox Maico past Bauer and 
Staten into second place. Then wit 
Rocket Rex pushing him from behind 
with the Team Yamaha YZ stocke 
Grossi waltzed past Serrano and intd 
the lead. It only lasted a lap. 

“I flipped out in the mudhole. I go 
out of control and took the wrong line 
The hole I hit was deep!” relateq 
Grossi afterwards. 

Staten held off Serrano the rest o 
the way to the finish line for the motq 
win as Grossi worked his way back u 
to third. Fourth was Danny Chandle| 
who scored a miserable start, thei 

















Peter Wanket and David Taylor, both 
on Yamahas. 

Serrano pulled another runaway 

' holeshot in moto two, tailed by Lenny 
Giger who would soon DNF again with 
the same chain derailment problems 
which put him out the first moto. Billy 
Grossi and Darrell Shultz moved their 
way up toward Serrano as Danny 
Chandler closed from behind in fourth 
spot. 
ee the halfway point in a four-way 
free-for-all for the lead, Shultz passed 
Serrano for the front running position 
as Grossi bailed off in the sand wash 
again. 

Darrell went on to win the final 
moto in his first race and first victory 
for Suzuki since joining the team. “I 
threw my front end in a hole that first 
moto and went over the bars. I really 
got used to the bike by the second 
moto. That new RM-250N was box 
stock. I’m just sorry I didn’t do as well 
as the first moto.” 

At the end of the moto, Darrell had 
pulled out a 10-second lead on Magoo 
as Grossi repassed Serrano after his 
getoff to reclaim third place. Warren 
Reid then displaced Serrano for fourth 
place with the works RC Honda as first 
moto winner, Rex Staten ran the second

moto at what seemed a reduced place 
to collect sixth. And with Staten’s poor 
finish, the overall win went to Danny 
“Magoo” Chandler on the Maico 
from Rancho Cordova Suzuki. Grossi 
tied Magoo for the overall points on 
his Moto-X Fox Honda. 


500cc 


Rex Staten did well in the first moto 
of the 500cc class, winning it with his 
YZ400F Yamaha as Danny Chandler 
once again challenged from behind for 
a couple of laps before crashing. 
Magoo spent more than a few seconds 
removing himself from the mudhole 
where he landed, but got back into the 
race quickly and caught Rex again to 
try and take the lead, only to hit a bad 
bump and get pitched over the 
handlebars again. 

Danny LaPorte, in his first race of 
the year and aboard an RN-420 works 
bike, steadily worked up to pass RM- 
mounted teammate Scott Gillman to 
claim second spot. Billy Grossi and 
Husky's Goat Breker took third and 
fourth as they displaced Gillman. 

Then in the second moto “Rocket 
Rex” Staten finished poorly again to 
put himself out of any shot at the day's 
overall win, probably discouraged by a

first-lap fall that left him, next-to-last 
with only Billy Grossi further back. 
Danny LaPorte got off the line second 
this time behind teammate Gillman, 
then passed Scott on the fourth lap for 
the lead which would last to the finish, 
The running order amid battles had 
LaPorte ahead of Gillman, then Eric 
McKenna, Jerome Heiberger, Goat 
Breker and Dave Williams. 

Despite his last place start after 
crashing and being left half a lap 
behind, Billy Grossi sailed his way up 
past Breker and into fifth place at just 
past the halfway point, only to crash 
again. The “Bear” was obviously fast, 
but he was also spending more time on 
the ground than anyone else. 

“I'm just getting used to my speed 
again. It's been so long since I rode 
fast... it’s all new to me,” he said. 

Once the new Billy Grossi does get 
dialed-in again to going fast, the 
results should be mighty impressive. 
Next weekend, the Suzuki Golden 
State Series will move down to 
Carlsbad, but most of the top riders 
will skip that one to head up for 
Oakland Coliseum and the first AMA 
Toyota Supercross race of the year. 
The results at Oakland could very well 
turn out to be a major upset po 


unes wins 
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cularly since the top stars like Hannah, 
Tripes and Ellis haven’t been racing 
since last fall. I wouldn't be too 
surprised if Shultz, Grossi or Staten 
came out on top with their first Super-

The “Pops” Yoshimura-prepared Suzuki 
GS1000, in the hands of Wes Cooley and Steve 
McLaughlin, was the most competitive bike in 
AMA Superbike Production racing for 1978. 


It won or led every race it 
entered. 


McLaughlin drew the last 
starting position on the grid at 
Daytona but his Yoshimura GS1000 
was the first bike to receive the 
checkered flag. At Pocono, after a 
race-long duel, Wes Cooley beat Mike 
Baldwin's Ducati, which was later 
disqualified for non-standard engine 
cases. It was a much tighter contest at 
the FIM race at Laguna Seca. Right 
behind Wes at the checkered flag were 
Paul Ritter and McLaughlin. It was 
close-but-no-cigar for Wes and Pops at 
the spring Loudon event where they 
led until the oil cooler broke from 
vibration. Wes stretched out his lead 
at Sears Point until the tremendous 
torque of the Yoshimura engine 
sheared the bolts that held the 
sprocket on the rear Morris mag 
wheel. 

Raw, brute power is the-underlying 
theme of the Yoshimura Suzuki. 
Power that shears sprocket bolts when 
no one else has such a problem. Power 
that seems to pull the asphalt toward 
you rather than you toward it. If ever 





of leaping tall buildings in a single 
bound, this is it! 

Pops has modified the motor 
extensively; no area was overlooked. 
Excessive heat is the enemy which can 
mortally wound a strong motor. The 
first step is to have it sandblasted and 
treated by Kal-Guard for better heat 
dissipation. To further improve 
cooling, holes have been drilled down 
through the fins of the head and 
barrel. The oil cooler is now rubber 
mounted to the frame downtubes just 
below the steering stem. It is 
manufactured by Nippondenso and 
fed by a full-flow fitting. The fitting 
takes the place of the cover which held 
the oil pressure warning light switch 
on the stock GS. ` 

Yoshimura pistons are pressure-cast 
(which is stronger than normal casting 
and less prone to heat induced 
distortion and seizure than forgings). 
The compression ratio is 11.2 to 1 and 
remains the same for all tracks. Only 
one compression ring is used. 

Stage II camshafts open the oversize 
valves‘in the highly modified head. 
The intake valves are one millimeter 
oversize at 89mm while the. exhausts 

: ease of two

millimeters. To improve gas flow, the 
valve stems have been reduced from 
seven to 6.6mm, Valve clearances are 
adjusted in a stock GS motor by 
changing shims on top of valve 
buckets. At high rpm, these shims can 
be ejected from their buckets causing 
damage to the camshaft, valve cover, 
and cylinder head. Pops uses a 
different set-up, placing the shims 
under the valve buckets, thereby 
eliminating the possibility of such a 
mishap. 

A weak link in high rpm GS1000s 
has been the cam chain. Pops has 
completely re-engineered the cam 
chain system. Where the stock GS1000 
uses only slippers for tension, the 
modified version uses two sets of rollers 
along with shortened slippers. The top 
roller from the GS750 is mounted in 
the stock GS750 location. To minimize 
friction and reduce slipper wear, the 
cam chain is highly polished. Finally, 
the automatic tensioner is modified to 
work manually. 

Feeding that fancy headwork is a set 
of very valuable “stock” carburetors. 
The AMA rule for 1978 (rules seem to 
change every year), required the use of 
stock carb bodies. Each carb had to be 
disassembled and chucked into a lathe 
to be machined out to accept the 
“smooth-bore” block. The real 
problem was that two out of every 
three carb bodies weren't thick enough 
and had to be discarded after the 
cutting tool opened up the sides of the 
carbs. It took Pops two weeks of 
painstaking hand-fitting to produce a 
set of carbs for Wes’ bike. For 1979, 
the motor will breathe through 31mm 
Keihin CR carburetors. 











Ignition is handled by a magneto 
CDI manufactured by Kokusan Denki. 
The magnetic pickups are mounted on 
the right side of the motor where the 
points normally go. The generating 
system is placed on the left side where 
the alternator was originally. The left 
crank flywheel was exchanged for one 
with a shorter snout to accommodate 
the ignition, Timing is 12° static and 
advances to 37° at full. 

The 944cc GS750s that Yoshimura 
campaigned in 1977 were plagued 
with clutch problems. Their 130 
horsepower would rip the splines out 
of the stock aluminum inner hubs. To 
cope with the power, Suzuki provided 
them with inner hubs made of steel. 
The outer clutch baskets have springs 
incorporated to absorb the shock 
loadings of the motor. These springs 
have to be replaced with heavy-duty 
items. The clutch pressure springs are 
replaced with Yoshimura units which 
are made of valve spring material. The 
composition of the metal in the springs 
is of higher quality and capable of 
retaining tensile strength much longer 
than normal clutch springs. Clutch 
lever pull is moderate considering the 
amount of power transmitted. 


Suzuki manufactures the close-ratio 
transmissions to Pops’ specifications. 
All of the engagement dogs are 
dovetailed, which causes the gears to 
pull themselves together under torque. 
Aside from the ratios, the. main 
difference from the standard trans is 
that the teeth are precision ground 
rather than stamped. Precision 
grinding gives smoother teeth and) 
therefore less friction and more 


horsepower. The ratios are staged such 
that when the bike is geared for 140 
mph, as for Willow Springs Raceway, 
first gear will carry you to 75 mph. 

The chassis is basically stock, but 
like the motor, there are numerous 
modifications and detail changes 
toward improving function. Tubular 
gusseting has been added to the frame 
at high stress locations. The swingarm 
has been strengthened by adding 
tubing underneath the arms. The 
shocks are installed in a semi-laydown 
position. 


Suspension is handled by KYB 
components. Up front is a set of KYB 
“Super Forks” that have had the 
stanchions lengthened an inch. 
Damping is changed by the volume 
and viscosity of the fluid. Springs are 
normal coil plus air pressure. The 
shock absorbers are standard 
DeCarbon type but the shaft can be 
twisted to provide six different 
damping rates. Three sets of springs 
are available and each set has a low 
rate spring, for compliance to small 
bumps and ripples, and a high rate 
spring to handle the big dips and ruts. 

Yoshimura mounts Goodyear slicks 
on the wide magnesium wheels. A 
3.25X19 is used on the WM4X19 
Morris front wheel and a huge 
3.75X18 is mounted on the special 
Suzuki WM6X18 rear mag. Pops used 
to run a Morris on the back, but after 
the sprocket bolt shearing episode at 
Sears Point, he decided -to use the 
stronger Suzuki model. 

Stock disc rotors are used but are 
drilled by. Pops to lighten them up a 





bit. Calipers are Lockheed all around 
with a Lockheed master cylinder up 
front and a stock Suzuki rear master. 

I had misconceptions at the outset. 
It seemed to me that a motor putting 
out 130 horsepower would be peaky 
and hard to keep in the powerband, 
thoughts left over from my small two- 
stroke days. The motor that Cooley 
won Nationals with was not hampered 
by a narrow powerband. Quite the 
opposite. There is usable power from 
below 5,000 rpm and really strong 
from 6,000 to the 10,000 rpm shift 
point. In fact, the motor would keep 
increasing power beyond that but 
damage can result from over-revving 
any motor. With a powerband like 
that, you can divert the concentration 
you would use on the tachometer 
toward the racetrack. 


Like any GS1000, this one handles 
well. The day I rode it at Willow 
Springs, the air and track tempera- 
tures were very cold, All the puddles 
that should have been water were ice! 
Racing slicks don’t work well until they 
are brought up to operating 
temperature and keeping my body at 
98.6° was about the best I could do. 
Even so, I could see how rideable the 
bike was. On a warm day, with hot 
tires and the suspension dialed in for 
the weight and riding style of the 
individual rider, quick, consistent lap 
times can be clicked off effortlessly. 

After studying and riding the 
“Pops” Yoshimura GS1000, it’s easy to 
see why it was the most competitive 
bike at the Superbike Nationals in 
1978. ®

He’s like a lot of the better Pro MX riders on 
the AMA National circuit: Good enough to 
place in the top 20 each weekend with regular- 
ity amid the heaviest of competition among the 


National stars. At home, in local 
races, he can win without too 
much problem. He will never be 
a National Champion in America 
because there is only so much room at 
the top, and it's reserved for the riders 
who possess the utmost in ability — 
both natural and learned — and 
desire. 

Such is Jim Turner. But where Jim 
Turner differs from many other riders 
is that he is a thinker. He knows what 
he wants from motocross, why he rides 
it and what he wants to give back to 
the sport as well as take from it. 

It's this desire though to put 
something into the sport of motocross, 
particularly in America, to make it 
better that has branded Jim Turner as 
a radical among the riders, a sore spot 
to promoters, and a trouble-making 
insurrectionist by the American 
Motorcyclist Association. 

For years, top riders have 
complained about everything in AMA 
motocross: track conditions and 
safety, the size of purses, and- proper 
representation on the rules committee 
and the scheduling of specific races in 
a series. The AMA has always 
countered the riders’ complaints by 
saying the riders never use the lines of 
communication open for them, like 
their AMA-selected rider representa- 
tive or special complaint forms the 
referees are supposed to have at each 
event.

unresponsive to the riders, though, not 
listening to suggestions or complaints, 
let alone acting on them in a positive 
manner. Statements such as the 
following from a top AMA motocross 
official have become common. This 
one was given when it was suggested a 
riders’ meeting be held to discuss 
problems during the Trans-AMA 
Series: r 

“I don’t want to waste my time 
listening to you riders bitch.” 

This past summer during the 
Nationals it was Jim Turner who tried 
to form the first professional riders’ 
organization in American motocross. 
It was an attempt to provide a better 
relationship and liaison between the 
riders and the AMA in solving 
problems together. Much could have 
evolved from such a union in the way 
of safety, sponsorship and race 
promotion. The first few meetings of 
the riders’ organization went off well, 
but the AMA made it known they were 
not in favor of it which made some 
factory team managers afraid to have 
their riders involved in it. 


By the end of the Nationals the 
riders’ organization had failed, in part 
because some riders felt the AMA still 
wouldn’t respond to them as a group 
and in some way might retaliate, and 
because the top factory riders who 
usually bitched the loudest about 
things in private were really well-paid 
fat-cats. In order not to upset the 
apple cart, they remained apathetic 









and didn’t join. Without the top riders 
at the Nationals, or the majority of 
privateers who never attend the 
Nationals, the riders’ organization 
couldn't become a reality. 

But is Jim Turner really a trouble- 
maker? No. He has certain ideals 
about what motocross is supposed to 
be like. Twenty-two years old and 
from Santa Cruz, CA, Turner has 
been racing Pro since he was 16. 

“I was going to be the best 
motocross racer ever. I got third 
overall in my first Pro race, and it was 
only going to be a matter of weeks 
before I beat Brad Lackey and got a 
factory ride. Somehow, it didn’t work 
out that way,” he reminisces. 

Success came slow for Jim as it did 
for most Pro motocross riders who lack 
the natural ability of a Bob Hannah. 
He picked up semi-sponsored shop 
rides on bikes like Montesa and 
Bultaco and raced the Nationals and 
Trans-AMAs when they weren't too 
far from home. 

“I was in the process of getting a 
really good support ride from Bultaco 
in 1975, but like at the Superbowl... 
That year I was doing really well when 
the bike blew up under me. And then 
by the end of the year they were 
pulling out of motocross. Thanks to 
Bill Buchka I was able to get on the 
support program at Yamaha. That 
didn’t last too long though, and a 
possible support ride at Suzuki similar 
to Bob Hannah's fell through at the 
last moment. 

“The first half of the 1975 Trans- 
AMA I raced my old Yamaha. Then 
at Lake Whitney, Brad Lackey loaned 
me his practice Husky and I finished 
ninth with it. The bike didn’t hold up 
as well the rest of the series, and I 
didn’t do as well, but at least I knew by 
then I had some potential. k 
“By the end of the Trans-AMA 











































Series, Brian Lunnis of U.S. Suzuki 
introduced me to Ikeda from Suzuki of 
Canada. That eventually led to my 
flying up to Canada to sign a contract 
with them to race the 1976 season. I 
was given a pair of works bikes, and I 
raced the 250 and 500cc Nationals and 
won the Canadian Championship. 

“My contract with Suzuki of Canada 
was for just six months, but we had a 
verbal agreement that if I did well in 
the Nationals they would let me have a 
works bike for the Trans-AMA Series. 
They didn't follow through on it and I 
eventually had to ride the Trans-AMA 
Series that year on my own expenses 
with an RM production bike. Because 
of that I didn’t go back up to Canada 
in 1977 to ride for them again.” 

The 1977 season proved to be a bad 
one for Jim. He broke his ankle at the 
Atlanta Supercross in the beginning of 
the season and was out of racing for six 
months. He was able to line up a 
sponsorship to return to Canada late 
in the summer and defend his 
Canadian National champion title, 
but the bikes suffered breakdowns and 
the best he could place was fourth 
overall. 

After the Canadian Nationals, Jim 
dabbled between local races at home 
and going to college, which he had 
been doing off and on all along. 
During the 1978 season, he was able to 
pick up full support from Moto-X Fox 
to race the 500cc Nationals on an 
RM400 Suzuki. He was hardly 
spectacular against the factory riders 
and their better works bikes, but Jim 
was one of the top non-factory riders 
each week with moto finishes as high 
as seventh place. A couple o 
breakdowns though, eventually left 
him in 18th place overall in the fina 
standings. 


At the end of the 500cc Nationalg 
with continuing sponsorship fro 













Moto-X Fox, Jim took his 400cc Suzuki 
and a 250cc Honda up to Canada to 
compete in the Canadian Champion- 
ships once again. The Nationals up 
there are a series of four races with 
points from either the 250cc or 500cc 
class added up to deicde the National 
Champion. Jim picked up his second 
title in a battle with another rider 
which went down ‘to the last race of 
the series. 

To some it might seem that Jim was 
cherry-picking up in Canada. That's 
true, the riders aren't as good as in 
America. But a professional motocross 
rider has to make his living where best 
he can and it’s already common 
knowledge that you can’t earn a living 
racing motocross in America unless 
you have a factory contract with one of 
the top Japanese teams. Besides, no 
one called the Europeans cherry- 
pickers when they came over here to 
race. And just like the Europeans 
taught us to ride better, perhaps 
Turner is doing the same for the 
Canadians. 

There are other things Jim likes 
about racing up there compared to 
racing in the United States. 

“I appreciate the racing more in 
Canada. The races are all on natural 
terrain courses, really interesting. The 
racing up there is more low-key, fun, 
and the riders are much more friendly. 

Money has gotten to be such a big 
thing, the main consideration in 
American races. Supercross is taking 
over and no one pays.any attention to 
how the riders feel. 

“The tracks here are no longer real 
motocross like they used to be. 
Unadilla is the only exception. Only a 
few of us still remember what real 
motocross tracks were like just a few 
years ago. They're almost gone now 
here in America. All the tracks are 
now built by bulldozers and any time 
you use a bulldozer the first. guy out in 
practice is going to make the fastest 
line and everyone else is going to have 
to follow it. There’s no real racing any 
more...just following each other. 
Only when the track is natural terrain 
can a rider be offered the choice of 
different lines. 


“Im considered old at 22. The 
younger. riders have no basis at all to 
Judge tracks now from what we raced 
on before, so the tracks can only get 
smoother and faster. That's why more 
of the top riders are getting hurt now 
than ever before. 


“You find the younger riders can't 
ride simple things like off-camber 
turns, or tricky things like steep hills. 
It’s strange for me since I can do well 
on rough tracks — really gnarly tracks 
— but get blown away by less talented 
riders on smoother tracks, 


“I tried to make that riders’ 
organization, and no one was 
interested. I wanted to improve our 
tracks and make them more challeng- 
ing. Thats why I like racing in 
Canada because the worst tracks in 
Canada are like the best tracks in 
America.” 


For the 1979 racing season Moto-X 
Fox will be sending Jim to Europe to 
race the 250cc World Championships. 
For Fox, it is the opportunity to gain 
some publicity for their expanding line 
lof products in the world market. For 
im Turner it is the opportunity to 
continue racing the type of motocross 

here the sport still holds strongly to 
its original roots. 


“Tve always heard that European 
racing is the real thing and I want to 
bee for myself. I want to go to Europe 
and race real motocross whether there 
s any money in it for me or not.

Timekeeping to win 


Basic enduro instruments 


Even before you start to master the 
techniques of riding widely varied 
terrain under all sorts of conditions at 
anything close to the posted speed 
average, you should also be learning 
the rudiments of the art of timekeep- 
ing. Although an enduro is supposed 
to be an endurance run to test both 
you and your motorcycle, it is also a 
mental game in which you strive to stay 
exactly on time, all the time. The way 
the game is played varies markedly 
from one part of the country to the 
next, and the rules may be different, 
too, But if you have the basic time- 
keeping instruments and know how to 
use them you can compete anywhere. 

What do you need to start with? Not 
much. An accurate speedometer with 
resettable odometer, a wristwatch or 
handlebar-mounted clock, and a route 
sheet holder. The speedo already on 
your bike will probably work fine while 
you're getting experience as long as the 
odometer can be reset both forward 
and reverse and it seems fairly 
accurate, You aren't so much 
interested in whether it reads the 
correct miles per hour as you are in the 
exact distance travelled. If you wear a 
wristwatch that’s shockproof and 
water-resistant and has a clear, easily 
read dial with second hand, that’s 


fine. Or you can use a reasonably 







case designed to mount on the 
handlebars and cushion it against 
shock, or in a special wrist case sold by 
many enduro suppliers. Each rider has 
to decide which is easiest for him. 
Several brands of route sheet holders 
are available, and they all work about 
the same. You wind your route sheet 
backward onto one roll inside the 
holder and attach the beginning of the 
narrow sheet to the other roller. As 
you ride, you roll the route sheet 
forward so that the next turn or speed 
change or known check is shown 
through the magnifying window. 

With these three instruments you 
can learn to keep time on the trail and 
even become adept and accurate. 
There is more sophisticated 
equipment, of course. You see it at 
every enduro. We'll take a look at it 
later in this chapter, after we've gone 
over how to prepare and use the basic 
tools of timekeeping. 


Speedometer calibration 


As you really get into timekeeping 
the accuracy of your speedometer 
becomes more important. You may 
have already noticed the odometer 
seems to be off a little so you've been 
doing a little correcting in your head 
to compensate for the error. Or you 
may have really thrown it off by 
putting on a larger front wheel or tire 
than stock. Perhaps you're using the 








speedo off another bike. The only 
positive answer is calibration. 

Not all motorcycle speedometers 
can be calibrated, but it still helps to 
know the error. If you don’t like the 
accuracy of your Japanese speedo, for 
instance, you'll probably have to get a 
European one, like VDO, which can 
be calibrated and completely serviced 
by the factory distributor or any good 
speedometer shop. 

To have your speedo calibrated 
precisely you first have to do a ratio 
test of your bike. Experience has 
shown that even if you haven’t made 
any changes in your bike or its speed- 
ometer, the original calibration is not 
always accurate enough for enduro 
timekeeping. The ratio test determines 
the relationship between distance 
covered over the ground by the front 
wheel of your motorcycle and revolu- 
tions of the speedo drive cable. First, 
on a fairly level surface measure out a 
distance of %ooth of a mile, which is 52 
ft. 9% in. (16.09 meters), and mark 
the start and finish clearly. Next, 
unscrew thé speedometer cable from 
the speedo head, and fasten a small 
paper flag, strip of tape or a paper clip 
to the inner core to indicate its 
revolutions when your bike is moved. 
Now position your bike at the start of 
the measured distance, with a low, 
easily seen part of it (front axle or shift 
lever, for instance) directly over the 











mark. Check the flag on the inner 
speedo cable to note its initial position, 
then count the revolutions as you push 
your bike over the entire distance. 
Count the partial revolution at the 
end, too, and be sure to stop with the 
same part of your motorcycle over the 
finish mark as was over the mark at the 
start. Write down the result, then 
repeat the whole procedure two more 
times, jotting down these results, too. 

This is what the manufacturer or 
speedometer shop needs to know to 
calibrate your instrument, or if it can't 
be done, to tell you how far off it is. 
Just include the test results when you 
take or send the speedo to get the work 
done. 


Preparing the route sheet 


The route sheet you receive with 
your riding number and scorecard at 
sign-up usually looks like the sample 
anywhere but parts of the far West 
where a schedule of speed changes 
may be handed out instead. A real 
route sheet always tells you four things 
— (1) Identification of all known 
checkpoints, including Start, Gas, and 
Finish. (2) The number of each turn 
on the course. (3) The direction of 
each turn or rapid sequence of turns, 
by abbreviations. (4) The accumulated 
mileage at each known check and turn 
on the run, beginning with 0.0 at 
Start, as well as at any point 
designated for speedometer reset on 
the sheet. In addition, the speed 
average to be used is usually printed 
somewhere on the sheet, as are speed 
changes and layover periods. In New 
England, information on whether the 
section is trail, dirt road or pavement 
is also included right in the main part 
of the sheet with the known checks and 
turns. And once in awhile the 
accumulated riding time to each point 
is listed alongside the mileage, in 
hours, minutes and seconds, saving 
you from doing it. 

But don’t count on such a luxury. 
Normally, the first thing you do after 
picking up your route sheet is to sit 
down and write in the time you are 
supposed to arrive at each mileage 
listed. You don't have to do them all, 
but you should have the time figured 
for all known checks and every third or 
fourth turn so you're prepared to keep 
tabs on your progress. There’s usually 
blank space to the right of the mileage 
column to do this. Use the Speed- 
Time-Distance Chart in the 
Appendix, if you don’t have one. It 
makes this tedious job go faster. 

With accumulated time added to 
the route sheet, it’s ready to cut into 
strips the width of each complete 
column, then fasten together end to 
end in sequence with Scotch tape. 
Tape the tail end to the bottom roller 
of your route sheet holder and wind it 
on, Then tape the head of it to the top 
roller, tighten it up and close it in the 
holder. As you ride your have 
directions, mileage, and scheduled 
time at your fingertips, ready for 
comparison with your speedometer 
and watch. 


Getting a good start 

The two most important factors in a 
good start are being ready and on the 
line when your minute is flagged away, 
and having your speedometer zeroed 
and your watch or clock set. properly. 
It's amazing how often a rider is late 
for his start. If you get in line early you 
know you won't have trouble getting 
your bike in position in the starting 
chute, and you have a chance to check | 
the official clock and set your watch 
carefully. There are two ways to do 
this, and each system has its advocates. 
In both, your watch is not on local 
time. 

What you want to do is make the 
time on your watch read the same as 
the accumulated times you wrote on 
your route sheet, if you're on schedule. | 






















Key time is the official start of the 
enduro, perhaps 8:00 a.m. At exactly 


8:01 the first riders leave; at 8:02 the. 


second group departs, and so on until 
all riders have left the line. If you're 
riding on the 15th minute, with a 
number like 15B or 215, you want the 
minute hand on your watch to be 
exactly at 12 on the dial when you get 
the signal to go. That way it will read 
accumulated time for the run. But you 
have two choices — set it so you start 
at 8:00, or set it so you start at 12:00. 
Either way will work, but your time 
notations on the route sheets -are 
slightly different. They begin with 
8:00 if that is key time and that is 
where you plan to set your watch, and 
they begin at 0:00 if you plan to set 
your watch at 12:00. The first way you 
are able to compare the posted key 
time at each checkpoint directly with 
what you watch says to determine if 
you're early or late. By using 12:00 for 
the start, you are really beginning with 
zero. Hours and minutes that pass are 
accumulated time (e.g. 2:18 means 
you've been riding two hours, 18 
minutes), corresponding exactly to 
times on the route sheet, which started 
with 0:00, if you’re on schedule. This 
is the preferred method. when flip 

cards are being used at check and you 
can tell you're on time when your 
minute is displayed. Numbers on the 
route sheet have fewer digits much of 
the time (2:18 compared to 10:18 on 
an enduro with a key time of 8:00, for 
instance, after two hours and 18 
minutes) and so are easier to read 
while riding. But take your pick. 

Setting your watch either way is easy 
if you don’t get confused by 
subtraction, but you's better do it a 
few minutes early, before you push 
your motorcycle up to the line. Check 
the starter’s clock for official time and 
temporarily set your watch to that, if 
you're going to be using key time, or to 
the same number of minutes before or 
after 12:00 if you’re going to run 
accumulated time. Now subtract the 
number of your riding minute from 
what your watch says and set it to that, 
trying to keep it as close as possible to 
the even minute. After you’ve done all 
that, take another look at the official 
clock, subtract your number and see if 
your watch is correct. When the 
minute in front of you is flagged away 
the minute hand of your watch should 
be one minute ahead of the 12. 

When the starter gives you the 
signal to go, get away as quickly as 
possible, but remember it’s not really a 
race. Dead engine starts foul up even 
expert riders occasionally, so stay cool 
and start your bike the way you usually 
do. Then get going! Even though you 
have some free territory ahead of you 
(either three or five miles, depending 
on the length of the enduro) where the 
rules say there can't be a secret check 
to catch you hot, start timekeeping 
immediately to get your mind warmed 
up to the job. You may be going faster 
than the average, but you should know 
how much faster so you can get back 
on schedule by the end of the free 
territory. Then beware. 

(Starting tactics are different out 
west, where there is a speedometer 

heck at the end of the first three or 

five miles so you can determine how 
much of a correction to make for the 
difference between your speedo and 
he one used to lay out the course.) 


eeping time on the trail 


Since 24 mph is the common speed 
average, it helps if you develop a feel 
‘or how fast this is and what you have 
o do to keep close to such an average. 
ost of the really consistent enduro 
inners have this highly tuned sense of 
peed, which they got through regular 
ompetition, and they are able to ride 
better and faster because of it. They're 
ot looking at their instruments all the 
lime so they can pay attention to

tactics and reading the trail ahead, as 
well. 

To do this you have to break down 
24 mph into units you can remember 
easily. What’s simple for one person 
may be difficult for another because 
each of us uses different gimmicks to 
jog our brains. But if you go 24 miles 
in one hour, you go half that, 12 miles, 
in half an hour, and half that, six 
miles, in 15 minutes, Six miles every 15 
minutes is pretty easy to remember, 
isn’t it, but maybe two miles every five 
minutes works better? In other words, 
one mile every 24% minutes, or a tenth 
of a mile every 15 seconds. I like the 
mile every 24% minutes, myself, 
because even though it’s a fraction and 
I’m somewhat of a mathematical 
incompetent, I can visualize a mile 
clicking off once between every five- 
minute mark on my watch and once 
on each five-minute mark. Every time 
the odometer rolls over to another mile 
my watch (or your's) should have the 
minute hand either exactly on a five- 
minute mark or halfway between them 
if a 24 mph pace is being maintained 
from the start. 

The real value of having some of 
this basic information programmed 
into your brain is not so much to let 
you know if you're early or late at any 
given point during an enduro (a route 
sheet with time notations on it lets you 
do a more accurate job of that), as it is 
to give you a check on your pace 








whenever you need to know, and to 
give you something to judge against 
when you have to catch up when 
you're running late, or slow down to 
avoid arriving hot at the next check. 


You'll know, for instance, that if 


you're 10 minutes late that’s four 
miles, which you can make up in half 
an hour if you can increase your 
average speed to 32 mph for that 
length of time. Any time you're late 
and you can double the average pace 
for the number of minutes you were 
late, you'll be back on time. Doing it is 
not so easy, though, unless you're in an 
easy section. 

When there are speed changes in an 
enduro (at least one change is 
suggested for all national 
championship runs), you have to 
adjust your thinking to new sets of 
figures, which may slip your mind 
when you need them. With your route 
sheet marked correctly at the new 
speed, you have an easy way of 
checking your progress, but if you're 
able to remember that at 18 mph you 
cover two-thirds the distance you do at 
24, or at 30 mph you cover 25 percent 
more, then you'll still be able to judge 
your pace approximately, even in a 
western meet with its many small shifts 
in speed. j 


Sophisticated timekeeping gear 


You're probably going to remain 
happy with the basic ip men Q 






timekeeping — speedo, watch and 
route sheet holder — until you start 
getting penalized heavily for arriving 
early at checks. Then you look for help 
in your on-bike computations. There 
are several very distinct categories. of 
equipment you can buy for this, and 
the easier they make it for you, the 
more they cost. They range from 
simple speed-time-distance calculators 
to expensive miniature computers 
using space-age components. 

Not many years ago you saw lots of 
calculators on enduro bikes. Today, 
they are pretty rare. Airplane pilots 
and boat operators use them for dead 
reckoning, the most basic form of 
navigation. All they are is a circular 


-slide-rule on which you can speedily 


figure the distance or time for a given 
speed. The ones made specifically for 
enduro are simpler and easier to read 
than the more detailed and accurate 
calculators designed for navigation. 

If most of the meets in your area 
have a 24 mph average and speed 
changes are very unusual, the 24 mph 
enduro pilot is probably the answer.

enduro speedometer by Hans Ritter of 
Specmo, a motorcycle and foreign car 
speedometer service shop near Detroit, 
the enduro pilot (VDO calls its version 
Enduro Racer) has the normal 
odometers, one of them resettable in 
either direction, and a dial marked 
from zero to 60 on its 360° face in 
place of the normal speedo dial. When 
calibrated accurately for the particular 
motorcycle it is used on, the single 
pointer makes one revolution per hour 
as the odometer records exactly 24 
miles: When you set the odometer at 
zero for the start of an event the 
pointer is automatically at zero 
minutes, at the top of the dial. As.long 
as you maintain a 24 mph average 
speed the pointer on the enduro pilot 
will always match position with the 
minute hand on your watch, which 
was also straight up (at 12) at the start. 


If you ride slowly, the pointer moves 
slowly, and your watch will get ahead. 
You know immediately you have to 
speed up until the pointer position is 
the same as that of the minute hand. If 
you ride too fast, you can either slow 
down or stop until your watch catches 
up. Course changes are no problem 
because the pilot will indicate whether 
you are maintaining the average speed 
as long as you stay on the course. If 
missing a turn throws the odometer 
reading off and you see the right 
mileage on a turn arrow or at a check, 
i eset the odometer and the minute 














pointer adjusts accordingly. And on 
sections at speeds other than 24, just 
ignore the pointer as you do the speed 
indication on a speedometer during an 
enduro. You still have the very 
accurate odometer mileage read-out. 
The pilot costs just a little more than a 
good speedo, and if you already have a 
VDO it can be converted for about 
half as much. It’s popular and really 
worth the money if you're a serious 
and fairly accomplished enduro rider 
competing in events that are not 
strictly timekeeping runs with multiple 
speed changes. For those, a computer 
works better. 

The best enduro computers. are 
expensive, though. They can set you 
back 10 to 20 percent of the cost of 
your bike. All you do is pre-set the 
average speed you want, activate the 
computer as you start, and read in its 
face the number of miles and tenths 
your odometer should show if you're 
on time. You don’t even need a watch! 
Some of the more advanced designs, 
like the deluxe model Chrono- 
Computer made by Digitronics, Inc. 
in California, have exotic features that 
allow you to pre-program the speed 
average for the next section before you 
reach the speed change, then activate 
it at the proper moment by remote 
control, fast forward for advancing the 
readout, a function for freezing the 
display or stopping the count, and a 
switch to clear the numbers to zero. 
They're small, light and have solid- 











state components so they should be 
farily shockproof. They make enduro 
timing easy, even with a dozen speed 
changes in a run. Probably too easy, 
since they give the rider with money to 
spend a distinct advantage in 
timekeeping over those not having 
such sophisticated equipment. 


When seconds count 

Through most of an enduro you're 
concerned with minutes — staying on 
your minute, no matter what, or on 
extremely difficult runs just staying 
within your hour. But when your 
riding and timekeeping improve and 
you start to become competitive, every 
second counts. You're scored. by 
seconds at the emergency (tie-breaker) 
checks and during any special test the 
meet may include. And seconds lost 
here add to seconds lost there until 
they add up to minutes. The experts 
know how to-keep them from getting 
away. 

Tactics are important. The more 
you know about the rules, particularly 
those dealing with the placement of 
checkpoints and the free territory 
around them, the better you'll be able 
to stay on time. And not just anywhere 
within your minute, but as close to the 
minute plus $0 seconds as you can. 
That's because emergency points are 
figured from the 30-second mark of 
the minute you are due. 

Having an idea where the secret 
checks are like to be located and how 
often you'll come upon them lets you 
know where you can ride fast to get 
ahead without running the risk of 
being caught hot. Most well-run 
enduros have checkpoints as you enter 
and leave tough woods sections or 
other difficult trails or obstacles — 
swamps, hills, clear-cut timber or river 
crossings, for example — so you are 
really tested on the rough parts. If the 
checks are placed properly you can't 
use easy roads to get ahead, though, 
because there might be a sneaky check 
just waiting to catch you ahead of 
schedule. 

But if you've studied the rules you 
know some things about checks that 
can be very helpful. First, they must be 
located exactly on a minute, not a few 
seconds either way. Second, they 
cannot be less than five miles apart or 
more than 40. (No less than three 
miles in enduros of 100 miles or less.) 
Third, a secret check cannot be less 
than two miles before a gas stop or 
three miles after it. Putting all this 
together you find you have quite a lot 
of free territory in each meet, free in 
the sense that you do not have a worry 
about getting ahead while you're in it. 
Apply this to a run of 105 miles at an 
average of 24 mph, with six secret 
checks and one gas stop, and you find 
there is 30.8 miles of free territory, or 
almost one-third of the entire enduro. 
Why the odd mileage? Because in 
addition to five miles minimum 
distance between checks, they must be 
on even minutes, At 24 mph it takes 
12% minutes to go five miles, plus 
another 30 seconds you travel %9ths of 
a mile. This adds up to at least %oths 
during this enduro. 


Looking at how some of the best 
enduro riders in the country handle 
timekeeping and use free territory to 
their advantage will give you some 
ideas of how you, too, can improve 
your scores with your present riding 
ability. Jack Penton tries to keep 
within a 10-second segment of 30 
seconds into his minute, which is 
exactly %oths of a miles after his 
minute comes up at a check. He goes 
fast during free territory to get ahead 
so he can stop to work on his bike, yet 
still be on. time. He marks the free 
territory around gas stops (two miles 
before and three miles after) on his 
route sheet so he'll know when he’s in 
it. He runs the two miles into gas fast, 

















gasses up quickly and runs out the 


three miles at top speed. Then he stops 
and works on his bike, knowing that he 
has five miles behind him and that he’s 
on time. 

Jack prefers a wristwatch to a clock- 
holder, When he wants to check his 
time he keeps his eyes on the trail and 
raises his arm in front of his face, 
rather than looking down, unless he 
needs to hold on to the bars with both 
hands, like in deep sand. He only uses 
his VDO pilot to keep within five 
minutes on the minute hand. He 
depends on his odometer to give him 
the exact information on how he's 
doing because he can read it with a 
glance. He says it takes longer to look 
at his watch, which he might not be 
holding straight in relation to the 
VDO dial. If he finds he's late, he 
remembers how much, then „stops 
looking at his intruments - and 
concentrates on his riding until he 
thinks he’s caught up. 

Five-time national enduro 
champion Dick Burleson (1974-78) 
uses many of the same techniques as 
his. hottest challengers, Jack Penton, 
who was runnerup in 1974 and No. 3 
in 1975 and 1976, and Skip Olson, 
who took second spot in 1975 and '76. 
Because of his experience in enduro, 
Dick knows what a 24-mph average 
feels like, and he can stay within one of 
two minutes of his time without any 
instruments at all. 

But when you're trying to win the 
national championship even that small 
error is too much. At all eastern 
enduros, Burleson uses a 24-mph 
enduro pacer along with a route sheet 
and watch. He prefers mileages only 
on his route sheet so it won't be 
cluttered and harder to read. If there 
is a ‘speed change, ‘he relies on his 
odometer and route sheet until the 
speed returns to 24, then he resets at 
that point so he can resume using the 
minute needle on his enduro pilot. At 
western enduros, in which 
timekeeping ability is severely tested 
with many speed changes and fancy 
solid-state computers are the common 
enduro instrument, Dick goes back to 
the very basics. In the two-day, 500- 
mile Greenhorn National Enduro, 
which he won overall in 1977, Husky's 
indominatable King Richard relied on 
a standard VDO enduro speedometer, 
a watch and a route sheet. There were 
30 speed changes along the course, yet 
he dropped only one point. 

Can-Am factory rider Skip Olson, 
also an eastern rider used to 24-mph 
events and frustrated by timekeeping 
and different rules at his first western 
national in 1976, returned to 
California the following spring to 
capture the overall prize at the 125- 
mile Fool's Gold National. His key 
timekeeping instrument is the 
prototype of an electronic watch that 
reads in miles instead of minutes. He 
uses this with his digital wristwatch 
and a route sheet. A 24-mph pilot 
serves asa backup. \ 

But the most important factor in 
accurate timekeeping seems to be 
keeping your head together. Even the 
enduro stars have bad days, and they 
hurt, especially if you're in contention 
for the crown. Skip Olson found that 
out a week after his Fool’s Gold win 
when he was disqualified in the 
Greenhorn for running 20 minutes hot 
at a check. What happened? Skip says 
he just fell asleep and burned one 
check, which he knew ended his 
chance of winning, then got mad at 
himself and rode the toughest part of 
the course so fast he was disqualified at 
the next checkpoint. 

At the same time Burleson was 
proving once again — through 
timekeeping, riding ability, bike 
preparation and endurance — how 
cool and consistent he is. e
